REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach a light diffusing screen for a transmission projection screen comprising, in combination 
with the additionally recited elements, a lens layer which horizontally refract projected light and 
a light diffusing layer provided on a light outgoing side of said lens layer, said light diffusing 
layer having a multilayer structure and comprising light diffusing particles in a light transparent 
matrix wherein the outermost layer of the outgoing side of the diffusing layer diffuses light most 
strongly and the outermost layer has a surface roughness Ra of 0.2 um < Ra < 1 .0 um. 

For example, Miyata (U.S. Pat. No. 6295 162) does not disclose that the outmost layer 
diffuses light most strongly. Ogino (U.S. Pat. No. 4725134) does not teach that the diffusion 
layer is a multilayer structure. Additionally, the embodiment which discusses a roughened exit 
surface does not disclose light diffusion particles embedded in the diffusion layer.
